A few 
railroad officials - agreed 
tovopening .of the street as lessees of 
the property, a jury of view was ap- 
pointed, damages assessed and bouds 
authorized and sold. 

A few weeks ago the state of Geor- 
gia, which owns the fee in the prop- 
erty, filed a petition of certiorari and 
supersedas in circuit court here to 
estop the city, but this was dis- 
\charged. Following this action Geor- 
gia officials announced that they 
would take the case to the supreme 
court, and for this reason’ the city 
officials determined that they would 
no longer brook interference. Hence 
to forestall an injunction, demolition 
of the buildings was started tonight, 
and by tomorrow morning it is expect- 
ed that sufficient space will 
Cleared to start extension of the street.

CORPORATIONS CALLED 
TO PAY U. S. TAXES 


Corporations operating on a fiscal 
year basis who filed income tax re- 
turns for any period ending in 1923 
must file new returns on or before 
May 15, Josiah 8. Rose, collector of 
internal revenue, stated Thursday. 

Mr. Rose said that all such cor- 
porations had already been notified of 
this requirement by mail from his 
office, but declared that some of the 
returns were slow in coming in and 
he stressed the necessity for prompt 
compliance with the rulings made in 
Washington, on the part of all affected 
corporations. 

Th enew returns are required be- 
cause of an increase of the tax rate 
under the new law from 12 1-2 to 
13 per cent. This increase, Mr. Ross 
sail, was made because of the elim- 
ination of the capital stock tax, which 


‘1 each year. 

_ The new returns to be made at this 
time are necessary because the total 
tax to be paid must be computed, 
in so far as the 1925 portion of the 
period covered is concerned, on the 
13 per cent instead of the 12 1-2 per 
cent basis. 

Corporations which file their re- 
turns Dy the calendar year, from Janu- 
ary 1 to December 31, are not re- 
quired to make the new returns, the 
ruling only applying to those making 
returns by a fiscal year which ends 
on some other date. The increased 
rate also applies only to that portion 
of the fiscal year falling in 1925,

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New York, May 6.—(#)—Increas- 
ing nervousness over the new crop 
outlook, combined with a more op- 
timistic view of the British labor situ- 
ation, seemed responsible for the great- 
er activity and strength of the cot- 
ton market today. July contracts sold 
up to 18.69 or 50 points above the 
final quotation yesterday and closed 
at 18.61, the general market closing 
steady net 37 to 46 points higher. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 8 to 12 points. Buying 
on reports of heavy raigs in_ the 
southwest evidently was stimulated by 
the firmer ruling of Liverpool and 
rumors that an early settlement of 
the British labor troubles were ex- 
pected. Private wires said there had 
been more or less general rains in 
Texas and two or three messages 
claimed that precipitation ranged up 
to 15 inches at one point in the south- 
ern part of the state. 

These advices led to heavy cover- 
ing by shorts, while there seemed to 
be a little broadening of commission 
house buving generally. Taken al- 
together the market was more active 
|than for several weeks past. Realiz- 
‘ing was encountered in considerable 
volume as prices approached 19 cents 
\for May and 17 1-2 cents for De- 
cember. 

It was absorbed on comparatively 
moderate midday reactions, however, 
and the market reached the highest 
levels of the day in late trading when 
May sold at 19.14 and October at 
17.76, while December advanced to 
17.58. At these’ prices the market 
showed net advances of 45 to 52 points 
and the close was within 3 to 8 
points of the best. 

The heaviest precipitation shown by 
the official ‘weather ‘details was 6.60 
inches at Corpus Christi, but while 
these reports were somewhat less un- 
indicated by private 
advances the rains were heavy and 
general enough to impress sentiment 
and apprehensions that they would 
work eastward, no doubt contributed 
to the advance.

After a slight temporary reaction 

the market started upward when the 
weather map was posted. The ad- 
yance persisted practically all day and 
at one time active montlis showed 
gains of 43 to 47 points. The close 
showed net gains for the day of 41 
o 44 points. 
Pallewing the initial gains of 9 to 
14 points the market eased off- to 
1806 for May, 17.54 for July, 16.31 
for October and 16.82 for December, 
or 4 to 7 points down from the open- 
ing. These prices proved to he thre 
lows of the day. The market rallied 
sharply after the weather map was 
posted showing rains in the west, and 
particularly after the official forecast 
for continued wet weather became 
known. By mid-session prices snowed 
gains of 29 to 44 points. 

The advance was helped by Liver- 
rool cables reporting that the strike 
would probably be settled by night.

The Day in Finance 


New York Stock Market Ap- 
parently Is Sold Out for the 
Time Being Unless Unexpect- 


ed Favorable News Is in the 
Offing. 


New York, May 6.—With trading 


Camp Com- |} 


in stocks quieter than at any time 
\in two years, it is evident that the 
stock market is sold out unless there 
is unexpected unfavorable news. With 
the stock market sold out and with 
the large short interest outstanding, 
with any favorable news from Eng- 
land the stock market undoubtedly 
would have a sharp recovery. 

What happens in the stock market 
depends entirely on how long the 
general strike in England lasts. Eisti- 
imates being made in banking circles 
here of the likely duration of the 
general strike range from a fortnight 
‘to five weeks, It is agreed, however, 
'that if the general strike should 
‘quickly come to an end, with the gov- 
‘ernment ‘winning the stock’ market 
would haye a sharp recovery, also that 
‘if the government wins after a period 
of more than two weeks, the market 
would likely advance and then sell 
off. If the general strike ends in 
a compromise the stock market might 
advance temporarily, but the feeling 
here is that under such conditoins the 
higher prices would not hold. 

Dissatisifed with the recent low 
rates prevailing here for eall money 
interior banks are withdrawing funds 
from this market, the result of which 
is continued calling of stock exchange 
loans with the removal rate today at 
4 per cent against the 3 1-2 which 
has been ruling. If the general strike 
in England continues undoubted! 
London will send funds here whic 
will more than offset the withdrawals 
being made by our interior banks, 

In view of the interest being wide- 
ly shown in all information indicat- 
ing the trend of general trade since 
the recent collapse in the stock mar- 
‘ket. much interest was displayed by 
‘Wall street in today’s April sales of 
| Woolworth, giving the figure at $18,- 
| 976,000 against $18,895,000 a year 
‘ago. This is an increahe of $72,000, 
or a bare 0.38 per cent. For the four 
months of the year up to the end 
of April the increase is $3,046,000 
or 4.7 per cent. 

Passaic Textile Strike, 

Well-informed Wall street peonle 
realize that eastern industrial towns, 
‘such as Passaic, where serious and 
disorderly strikes are now going on, 
do not represent the average American 
town where the average ‘citizen is 
more like the average citizen of Eng- 
land, In many of our eastern towns 
if a strike occurs upsetting the nat- 
ural order of things, it is treated first 
as a lark, and then most everybody 
gets mad with almost anything likely 
to happen. ‘This is exactly what has 
recently happened at Passaic. On the 
other hand, citizens of Columbus, 
Ohio, some years ago broke a serious 
street car strike lasting for months 
by quietly walking to and from work 
and to business. 2 

From London cables many people 
tin this country, especially in the east, 
‘are amazed at the reports showing 
how the average British citizen is 
lquietly digging into fight to the bitter 
‘end the efforts to overthrow repre- 
sentative bovernment that are being 
made by the executive counsel of the 
British Trade Union congress, which 


called the genreal strike without sub- 
mitting the matter to the regular 
delegates. Well informed Wall street 
people fully expect the average Brit- 
ish subject, with his high level of 
political intelligence,- to hold out and 
win, 

In such quarters here it was point- 
ed out today that the real cause of 
the downfall of MacDonald and the 
election of the conservative Baldwin 
may be attributed to two develop- 
ments. During the MacDonald admin- 
istration, a writer of an article in- 
tended to faflame sentiment in the 
army and navy was prosecuted by the 
attorney general. 

But the attorney genera] was called 
off through political interference, the 
result of which was to make the aver- 
age British citizen ask himself “if 
politics is to interfere with justice in 
the case of this man, what right have 
I to believe it may not be my turn 
next?” The other developmeat that 
caused the downfall of MacDonald and 
the election of Baldwin was the Rus- 
sian treaty, which, among other 
things, called for loans to bolshevik 
Russia by the British banks without 
the banks being consulted. However, 
as high as public indignatica ran in 
England at these two developments, 
it was yorntee out today in well-in- 
formed Wall street eg | quarters 
that public sentiment in England is 
now many times more outraged. It 
was pointed out further that it is one 
thing for the executive council of the 
British Trades congress to get control 
of the machinery of the congress and 
use it against the good of the country 
as a whole and quite another thing for 
this small minoffly to get behiad it 
the actual voting power of the country. 

For the calendar year 1925 the state 
of Virginia exported $148,000,000 
in goods, the figures just published 
at Washington being compiled from 
through bills of lading.
